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A Taste of Silence 

It may seem ironic that God speaks to us in silence. Of course, He 
speaks to us in many ways, but it is in the silence of our hearts that 
His voice can resound most clearly. The Psalmist tells us: “Be still and 
know that I am God” (Psalm 46:10). 

This past weekend I was blessed to go on a retreat, along with 12 other 
people from around the diocese. The retreat was at Terra Sancta, and 
was led by Fr. Carl Arico, from Contemplative Outreach. The fruits of 
this retreat have already been abundant, and perhaps some of those 
same graces can be passed along to the rest of the parish family. 


Our Staff 
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A technique that we learned, for being receptive to the voice of God in 
our lives, is Centering Prayer. Centering Prayer is a method of prayer, 
which prepares us to receive the gift of God’s presence. It consists of 
responding to the Spirit of Christ by consenting to God’s presence and 
action within. God is constantly at work in the deepest desires of 
hearts, but the noise and busyness of our daily lives, can keep us from 
being attentive to His voice. This technique of Centering Prayer can be 
employed in the midst of one’s day, to remain in conversation with the 
Lord, and present to how He is at work in every moment of our lives. 
Specifically, it helps in being attentive but not attached to the constant 
thoughts that move through our minds. 

A particular image that Fr. Carl introduced on the retreat was entering 
into God’s divine life. I have often heard of asking the Lord into every 
area of our lives, until there is not a corner of our hearts from which He 
is absent. This understanding can also be helpful, but the idea of 
entering into God’s life, has some deep implications that I had not 
previously considered. It immediately strikes me that with a desire to 
enter into God’s life, He is in control. If I want to enter into the divine 
life of the Trinity, it has to be a whole-hearted desire because God is 
love; and true, deep, divine love does not hold anything back. With this 
image, I do not pick and choose the areas of my life of which God is 
apart, but rather I prepare myself to be fully united with the presence 
of our Triune God that dwells in the depths of my heart. Furthermore, 
a practice of consenting to God’s movement in one’s life prepares us to 
allow God to expand the limited confines we often place on Him and 
His love. I encourage each of us to make time to taste silence in our 
daily schedules so that our Lord can reveal the profundity and awe of 
recognizing His living, moving and active presence in our lives.
